The Count was closeted 
for some with his majesty, who, directly 
after the iiiterTiew, Imsteiied to inform 
the Eiii|)re33, whose grief ujion loarning 
of hor son's death was terrible. Both the

.Stepliunie, and told her of her husband's 
death.

111 addres.siiig the rarliaiiient of Cana- 
da for the tirsL time in fullillment of the 
iiiipnrtant trust which has been commit- 
ted to me as Her Majesty's represeuta- 
tiyo, 1 desire to express the Biitisfaction 
with which I resort to your advice and as- 
sistance. I am conscious of the lionor 
which attends my association wit h your la- 
bors For tho welfare of the Dominion, and 
it will be niy earnest endeavor to co-oper- 
ate w ith you to the utmost of my power in 
all that may promote the prosperity of the 
peojile of this country, thu devolopmont 
of her maturial resources, and tho main- 
lainenance of Che constitutional relations 
w hich unite her provinces. 

It is to bo regretted that tho treaty 
concluded between Iler Majesty and tho 
['resident of the I'liited States for thu 
adjustment of the questions which have 
arisen with reference to the tisheries lias 
not been sanctioned by the L'nited States 
Senate, in whom the power of ratification 
is vested, and that our leg^lation of last 
year on the subject is therefore hi a great 
measure iiio|)erativo. It now only ro- 
iiiains for Canada to continue to main- 
tain her rights as prescribed by the con- 
vention of I8LS, until some satisfactory 
readjustment is arranged by treaty be- 
tween the two nations. 

An amendment will agani be submitted 
to you to amend tho acts respecting the 
electoral franchise for the purpose of 
simplifying the law and lessening the cost 
of its operation. : 

It is expedient in the increa.se of com- 
merce to assimilate, and in some particu- 
lars to amond thu laws which now obtain 
in the several provinces of the Dominion 
relating to bills of exchange, cheq ies and 
promissory notes, and a bill with this ob- 
ject will bo laid before you. A bill will 
also bo provided for making uniform 
throughout tho Dominion the law rolafin" 
to bills of lading. ° 
During the recess my government has 
carefully considered the subject of ocean 
steam sei-vioe, and you will be asked to 
provide a subsidy for the improvement of 
the Atlantic mail service and for the • es- 
tablishment, ui consort with Her Majes- 
ty's government, of a line of fast steam- 
ers hetweun British Columbia and China 
and .Japan. 

Your attention will also be invited to 
the best method of developing our trade 
and securing direct communication with 
Australasia, the West Indies and South 
America. 

A bill will be submitted for your con- 
sideration for tho prevention of certain 
ofi'enses in connection with municipal 
councils, and to give greater facilities for 
making iiMiuiries into such matters. 

Several ineasuros will also bo presented 
to you for improving the law of proced- 
ure in criminal cases. Among these will 
be a bill to permit the release on proba- 
tion of persons convicted of lir.st oliensea. 

A bill authorizing a regulation to be 
made for the practice in cases jiartaking 
of the nature of criminal proceedings, and 
a bill to make the speedy trials act appli- 
cable throughout Canada. Bills relating 
to the inspection of timber and lumber, 
tor tho improvement of the postal Bysteni 
and for increasing tho efticieiicy of the 
Northwest mounted police will also be 
submitted for your coosider ition. 

The royal commissioners on labor hav- 
ing concluded their enquiries,! hope to 
be able to lay before yon at an early day 
their rojiort, with tho important evidence 
collected by them in various parts of 
Canada. 

Oentlemon of the Houso of Oommona : 
The accounts for tlio ostimatos for tho 
ensuing year will bo laid before you. 
These estimates have 'noeii prejinred with 
duo regard to economy and tho ofliciency 
of the public service. 

Honorable gentlemen of the Senate, 
Gentlemen of the House of Commons : 
I now commend these several subjects 
and tho others which may be brought be- 
fore your earnest consideration, and I 
trust that tlio result of your deliborations 
may, under the Divino blessing, tend to 
proniiite t he well being and prosperity of 
Canada. 

Upon the conclusion of tho speeoh 
Senators Drummond, Rodier aad Perley 
were introduced into the Senate,and H«g- 
gart, Dewdney, and other members into 

the Commons.

U. S. Minister Pbelps aiid Urs. Fbslps Take 
Tholr Departure From England — They 
Receive a Hearty yarewell.

make both ends meet and have at 
tho end of the year a balance 
on the right side of the ledger. 
M-itters i{o smoothly witli governments 
at well as individuals when there is a little 
vash ill hand. 

Mining being ono of the leading inter- 
ests nf the |ifi)viiice, guts its full sharo tif 
atteiiLion in thu Sjieuch. Tho erection of 
rodtictiiiii works at Cariboo will, wo have 
no iluiibt, aid very niaturiaily in tho 
dovoli)|iuieiit of thu uiiiiiui,; in- 
dustry ill t.iiat district so ricli in iiiiiierals. 
We trust tiiat thu :uiLri;i':-ili<iii ridativo to 
tho juvenile ruforniatory coiiiaiiu'il in ihu 
Speech will be acted tipon by tho Legis- 
lature. There are boys in the Province 
that greatly need the discipline «f such 
an institution. Their parents cannot 
keep them in subjection, and to 
■end them to [irison whoro thoy 
Oannot be kept from associal ini; with 
criiniiiiila more or le.is hanlened cannot 
fail t(i complete tlieir nl 1 1 ' ai]' ii i in crime.

We trust 
that Britisii Columbia will not be long 
without such an institution. 

The prospect beforn tho Assembly is 
bright, It is to be hoped that its mem- 
bers will address themselves earnestly 
to the work of the suasion, and waste as 
little time as possible in mere talk fur 
talk's sake. 



A FOOLISH CHITia. 

Tlio cen.suie of the Toronto Globe is tho 
best jiistiliciitioii of tho course pursued 
liy the (lovei'iiineiit with regard to Col- 
lector Kdss that il.s friends could wish. 
It admits lliat .Mr. Uo.-is traiisceiiiiud hi.s 
duty, and il .loes not wisli to oxctiae him 
on the gioiiuil t h It til- .M. A. liaison had 
called at llalita.x !iir i cpaiis. It con- 
deiiuid the (Jovermncjit Ijecauso the of- 
fence, in its estimation, was "a little ono" 
and because other collectors had done 
worse in an opposite direction without 
being punished. There can, wo think, 
not bo two opinions as to the gravity of 
thu collector's oHenco. He, as the Olobe 
adniit.H, did what the law strictly and 
Hpucilically forhid.s. This of itself, in an 
olliceriif the < ioveriiiiieiit, is a very grave 
oH'once. I'.uL he did more than merely 
violate tile law. He look upon himself 
to iliterfeir in a \rry serious dispuie he- 
twuoH (ireat liritain and tho I'nitcd 
States and to compromise tho Oovurninoiit 
he served by innking concossiona which 
were opposed to its policy. Ho dolibcr 
ately created a precedent which could be 
cited tu weaken Canada's case in any fu- 
ture negotiations on thu fishery question. 
This vvaa by no me.iii.s tho trilling 
ofluiicp which tho (Ihili,'. tries to make il 
out li, he. It was, in fad, one which the 
(;ovrriimrnt cuuld ii,,l, overlook with(,ut 
compruinisin- itself slill fiirthor. The 
Globe's second grnuiid of coiiduiimation 
is still woakur that tlio first. It in Him|ily 
puerile to pload that A did not do wrom,' 
because B committed a worse oll'unce. 
Everyone knows that two wrongs never 
made one right. If Collector Ross tran- 
scended his duty ho cannot bo ju.stitiod 
because Collector Somebodyelsu inter- 
l)retu(l his iiisti-iu'l inns too strictly.

00 VERNOR-GENERAL'S SPEECH. 

The speech from the throne read by 

His Excolloiicy, tho Oovornor-Goneral, at 
tho opoiiiiig of tlio Doiiiiiiioii rarliainoiit 
yesterday ia not lon«, hnt it contains a 
groat deal. Tho Opposition this yoar caii- 
liot iiiako thu usual complaint of "i 
iiieagro billof fare." Thuru aro no sweep 
ill!.? rofoniis promised in the spooch, but 
much iiaoful legislation is foreshadowed 
[..egisliuion in theDomiuion has arrived at 
that stage at which few now lawaof thovery 
first importance are required. It would 
be a reproach on the rarliainoiits of the 
Doniiniun of the last twenty-one years if 
any of the legislation absolutely reipiired 
for the well being of Canada had been 
neglected. But very few laws, when lir.st 
enacted, are jierfuet. When ihoy come 
into opuratioii most of thoiii aro found to 
bo muro or leas defective. They are uot 
exactly suited to the circumstances of tho 
country, or they do not meet all tho ro- 
ll uiremouts of tho time. Thoy may be 
right hi principle, but thoy neverthe- 
less require improvement. Soino of 
tlio iiioasuros which, accordin 
to tho Speech, the Government intend to 
lu'iny down this session aro of this nature. 

The Franchiao law ia to he anieiulcd in 
order lo make it more .simiile and to les- 
sen the CMSt uf its operation. .\11 will ad- 
mit that this ia a stop ill tho right direc- 
tion. Election laws, above all others, 
should bo easily understood. Whatever 
the qualiticatinu may bo there should ho 
no room to doubt who aro entitled to vote 
and who aro not. There aro many who 
believe that the ililTeronce hetwuen tho 
fraiichiae aa it is deliiied in the Dominion 
elect inn law and iiianlii/od suH'rage is ao 
.small that it would be better to change it 
liy doing away with property ipialilicalimi 
altogether. It does not a[i'jear that this 
is the iiitentiiiii of the tJoveriiineiit, but it 
seenia to ua that any atluiiipt at siiiiiiliti- 
cation of the franchise law must be in 
this direction. Ono of the probable re- 
sults of this sinipliKcntion will be to lessen 
tho oxponso of o))erating tho election law. 
Tho chief objection to the law at present 
in force is that it reiphies a great ileal of 
money toimt it in oiieration. The proimsed 
ainendinenls will take away that objec- 
tioii. We lliid that the election law of 
the Doiiiinioii, which m.iny Canaiiiaiis are 
r,ir from regarding as perfect, aro cited aa 
models of impartiality and purity by (Uir 
iieigliliiits across the line. 

The aiiiendiiients in law proceduro aro 
moat probably iiiado on tho stig 
gestiuii of men learned in the 
law, and are intended to meet what are 
felt to be inconveniences, 'i'he bill to 
permit tho release on probation of persona 
convicted of first otfunces is, wo believe, 
both wise and iiiercilul. It will give the 
novice ill uriiiiu aiiuther chance, ile may 
not be pardoned, ho may have sin- 
cerely rciiented of what ho has iloiiu, 
and he luiiy ho determined to load a new 
lifu. If lie is sent tu prison he runs a 
very groat risk of forgetting his good res- 
olutions and of becoming still further de- 
monili/od. Very few convicts are re- 
formed in prisons and penitentiaries. 
This is well known, and kind-hearted 
merciful men are often tender with first 
otTeuders. They frequently do without 
law, and indeed against law, what tho 
< loveniinoiit proposo to do under thu saiic- 
liiiiioflaw. They do not prosecute thu 
olleiider. 'J'hey let liini olf; but they have 
no hold on him. Thoy cannot call him 
.igaiii to account. They freipiuntly lose 
si-rht of him altogether, and he, tiiiding 
he has escaped punishinent ao easily, 
and knowing that he ia not nnder sur- 
veillance, may reiiuiru very little tempta- 
tion to commit another oli'ense. But un- 
der tho propiised law the first offender will 
be tuleased on probation. He does not 
escape, justice keeps her eye on him, and if 
he does not sIidw by his conduct that he is 
deairuua of becoming a law-abiding and 
useful citizuii she will have the power to 
laku him again in charge and prove to 
him that thu way of thu transgroaaor is 
hard. We sincerely trust that, this beiie- 
lieeiit ex|ieriiiielit will meet with sigliiil 
success. 

Any auieiidmeiit to the laws which 
facilitate commercial intercoursi: between 
tho dillert'iit parts of tho l.)oiiiinioii can- 
not fail to be beneficial. The amend- 
mont of the laws with respect to bills uf 
exchange, cheques and promissory notes, 
and the law to make uniform throughout 
the Dominion the laws rotating to bills of 
lading aro uitondedtohavo this effect, and 
there is littlo doubt that they will ncconi- 
pliah the end proposed. 

All who have thu progress of tho Do- 
iniiiioiiat hi;ai t w ill approve of tho detur- 
iiiiiiation of the ( ioverniiieiit to givo the 
enconragenient needed to establish a line 
of fast Bailing Hteamsliips to jdy between 
(ireat Britain and (Canada. Such won- 
derful iinprovomeiita have been maile in 
till) ocean going steamships sailing from 
the ports of tho United States that it is 
almost certain if Canadians do not 
bestir themselves, the whole of the At- 
lantic passenger traflic ivill be inono|iol- 
v/.oA by Now York and other Amoriciin 
sciaports. If Canada wislms to have 
its faro aharo of that tralllc il must su|i 
phniieiit its iiiiigniticuiit linos of railroails 
by oi|iially inagnilicnnt linos of steam- 
shipH. t!anadian acaporta are iieiiverlo 
hjinipi! than those of the .Mlantic SlatcH, 
and Hteameis sailing lo and from thcni 
should bo able lo make the passage in a 
proportionately ahortor tiuio. Where 
this is the case passongors on Camulian 
railrouda bound to Europe neod not go to 
Now York to And a ship that will take 
tli«m across the Atlantic comfortably and 
quickly. The probability is timt many of 
thoHu carried by American railroads will, 
iiiiu'durto sliortoii tho aea voyage, take 
pasaiigo in Canadian steaiiisliii)s. It is 
eiicoiiragiiig to see that tho Duminioii 
( iovernmeiit does not inlend to Ioho any 
time in doing its share lowarda the ustjib- 
liahment'of a lino of fast ki eamsliips be- 
tween' British Columbia and China and 
Japan, When Canada's .tranflcoiuinenlal 
road U oouueotod witn Europe and Asia, by , 



linesnof faat^Baili^^ steamships,' ib will bo 
ce^ti^J to B0cure^^ijTei;^'la^6j;proportion 
bf tile' trade 'betweea Eiirope and China 
and Japan. This will bo beneficial to tho 
whole of Canada in many ways, and will 
greatly tend to the development of tho re- 
sources of British Columbia. It is to bo 
hoped that in tho arraiigomonts with tho 
now lines, the Dominion (iovornniont will 
nut permit the iiitotosts of Victoria, tho 
nearest part of British Columbia to thu 
Pacific, to be overlooked or neglected. 

THE SALVATION ARMY. 

Thu rise aud progress of the Salvation 
Army is one of the most , siugulai' of the 
social phenomena of the day. Thoro is 
very little that is attractive, and not a 

littlo that jj|distaatoful — we might be justi- 
fied in saying, "that is reinilsive" — to the 
onlinaiy chiirch-guintr member of the 
comiiiuiiity in the methods and practices 
of tlieae salvation lads and laaaua. Yet 
the Army has grown to very large propor- 
tiiins, and ia alill growing rapidly. Its 
ollicors claim to be doing a very great 
aiiiuuiit of guud to individuals and classes 
that are not reached by the ordinary 
church organizations. They say that pur- 
sons who have reached tho lowest depths 
of degradation, who are looked upon aa 
])aat rodcniption, aro taken by tho hand 
by tlieau .Salvationists and reclaimed. 
The amount of good they do ia ([ueslionod 
hy Home who Innethe best opportunities of 
seeing their work and making an eatimale 
of its roaiilta, but uf tho wonderful growth 
of tho organ iztition there can bo no doubt, 
(ion. Booth a few days ago ata meeting hold 
ill St. James Hall, London, to celebrate 
the commisaioiiing of the 7,000th officer 
of the Army, said that only twenty-five 
yoara ago tho Army had but one officer. 
The number of officera is now 7,000. 
These officers had carried the Salvation 
Army flaga into thirty-two couiitrios. The 
annual report of tho Army atalea that the 
iiumlior of corps ia now 2,087 and the 
number uf out|)08t8 05,'?. "In the I'nitud 
Kingdom the Army usea 1,575 buihlinga 
with sitting accoininodatioii for 700,500. 
Tho runt roll of these buildings ia up- 
wards of £100,000. Upwards of 2,000,- 
000 meetings wore held and 3,000,000 
houses had been visited, while 154,200 
sought salvation on tho penitent form in 
the I'liitod Kingdom alone." Tho Army 
has eslabliahed rescue homes for fallen 
women at w hich 2,01ll> had been received, 
and it has alao instituted lodging houses 
tor tho lioiiieleaa jnior in which thoy can 
receive decent accommodations and food 
ata mere nominal |iriee. (leiieral liooth, 
3|)eaking of tho Liinehousu shelter at the 
St. .lames Hall meeting, said: "Up to 
the present date in this building no less 
than 23,500 beds had been supplied and 
-50,000 mealsat a penny each had boensup- 
plied to adults and 220,000 at tho charge 
<if a farthing or a half-penny to children. 
They [iroposod to extend this scheme to 
other parts of the metropolis .ind to pro- 
vide shelters to women also," Tho (ion- 
eral, speaking of a controversy that had 
been raised in the Tiim.-i as to the amount 
of good dune h^ lhe ,\rniy, said, "If the 
Tiinc.i newspaper would naino ai y district 
full of blackguards and evil people and 
would find a shed to meet in, he would 
send a corps of officers there, and would 
undertake in six months time to have a 
church, if they like to call it a church, 
or a corps there." Like a good many 
others, we do not admire the Arrny'a mu- 
sic very much or feel a keen delight 
wdion wo cuino to a crossing ob- 
atrueti'il by a crowd listening to thu 
pr.iv'ing and exln u'tingof the soldiersof tho 
.Vriii)-; but when wo liiid that they re- 
claim lliOBO who liavo beoii given up for 
lost, that they give shelter to tho honie- 
less and food the hungry, we do not feel 
like saying a great deal about what may 
be considered the unaeemlinesa of thu 
waya of thoae representativea of the Sal- 
vation Army that we kappen to meet, or 
tho unmusicalnusa of their music. That 
the organization has grown to such pro- 
poi'tions, and has succeeded so far, shows 
that it ia agreeable to very many, and that 
it 8Up|)lio» a want. If it doua good, why 
should any lover of niankiiid iind faults

sors. A steamship called the Teutonic 
was added to the White Star ijinu a few 
days ago. She was built at, Belfast. She 
is an immense structure, being 582 fuot 
long, 67^ feot wide, and 3!)^ foot deep. 
She ia 10,000 tons burden. She ia ex- 
pected to oroaa tho Atlantic in aix days. 
Tho same line has another vossul of equal 
size almost ready for latmehing In 
called the Alajestie. These ve-ssels are 
built of sleel, and have all the modorn 
im])rovonients both of const ruction and of 
machinery. I'hoy aro built under the in- 
spection of the Itritisli ( lovoriiment, wdiich 
pay iiart of thu expense of coiiatructing 
I hem on condition that in casuof war they 
w ill bo at its cuiiiinand. They are fitted to 
carry twelve guns each, and can in forty- 
eight hours be transformed into cruisers. 
Half of thuir crews must in tiiiio of peace 
bo Naval Rosorvo men. This arrange- 
nioiit suits both tho Stoamship Com|)any 
and the ( ioveriinuuit. It gives tho Com- 
pany in liino of jieaco the finost steam- 
ships alloat to carry freight nv [las- 
sungers, and it aiqiiilies the (Jovernineiit 
at a few hours' notice with fast sailing 
cruisers well armed and well iiiaiiliod, 
ready for trana|)ort or any other service 
for wdiicli thoy may bo required.

' A writer in tlio.Tunoiiu City Mining Jiec- 
onl gives u fjruphic description of oxpori- 
riH'O.s wlnlo in tlio reouiit prospecting tour 
111 .Aliisliii: On tho morning of July 0, ho 
says, wi'. li'il UoUKlas City on tliu filvorito 
uiiil fiist -sailing canoii Hiak, Ciipliiin Jim 
(l)olli well iind I'avurubly known in Alaskan 
wiiteis) for a prospeetinff trip in Lynn 
I'aiial. As tho day was line and the wind 
fair the sail t lii-uii(,'li tlasMiu'au.v. Hlcplien.'i' 
passaf^o and L.viin Canal was delif,'lilful, as 
•NU'li one is dotted willi little islaiuls, risiujj 
from tho water's edf,'o to a lielf^'lit of a 
tlioiisniid feet or more, whilst the mountains 
on the mainland are thousands of feet lii!,'li, 
with raggi'il peaks not unliko tho leotli of 
an olil-fashioned cros.s-cut saw, tho spaoos 
between the peaks heing tilled with glaciers 
uiid tlie peaks themselves are covonHi with 
pcriirtual snow. As 1 am a cliee-cliaco in 
lliu country (that's what my chums call me), 
every^thingappeareil wild and pioturcsciue, 
and as I burst out in exclamations of admir- 
ation every once in * while at the scenery, 
they would say: "Obgshufksl that ain't 
nothing; you Und Ought-i^tttMe tbe scenery 
on thu Yukon." 

The first night we camped on a creek 
about thirty miles from Juneau, where our 
native told us there was some quartz. Wo 
jiltayea"bndj(exapined ;ft,..bnt, did not think 
,.eQOugh.o]t jtto lqcaie<.i{. The next day we 
arrived at a^r native's illabeef (as he called 
'If) , sltudted afit<ynn Caualilind distant aboii t 
forty miles from Juneau. It Is a beautiful 
boy, filled with many islands and teeming 
with fish, from tho mighty whale to the tiny 
herring, while the. woods and mountains are 
lull of game— the small and harmless 
griDund-hog and the large and flerco brown 
' bear. 

The Indian whn ai-i'niii|)anied us is a line 
spcciiiieii '.)!' hisracr; ln' slandsover si.\ foi'l 
in his tiari' fee!, and w.'iuiis over two hun- 
dred iioiiiids. He IS a .Monuoii in iiroeliv- 
ities, for ho has a number of wives, who ap- 
pear well s;itislii'd witli him as their lord 
and master, and I euuld see no sign of the 
green-eyed iniuisler. He is a bear hunter 
by occupation, and an enthusiast in thai 
line, and many were the stones and liair- 
breadlli esi-apes he relati.'d. I can well be- 
lieve he is a u'ood hunter, as his larder is 
well stocked with lisli, ticsh and fowl; his 
wivi's were brown, fat and greasy; his 
dogs, c;f ,.)vliich he had seven, wore all in 
splendid condition, and that is more than 
can lie said of most Indian dogs, He told 
us the peculiaritii's of each, ami showed us 
the many wounds they had rei'ei\-eil in their 
eiieouiiters with bniiii. He also shmvi'd us the 
hole where ho buried the bears' heads, and 
there must have been t weiity skulls in iL I 
iiuiuired of him why lie did so, and he told 
me: "Hear all same Imlian; by and by he 
go to the happy rooting ground." 

Ah a host lie is a prince, and right royally 
ho trcalud us to all kinds of game put \\\> in 
Indian style. Wo had smoked porcupiiiu 
put up in seal oil, and one of our crowd who 
pretends to be an epicure said it was de- 
licious; there were seal's dippers cooked in 
grease, whiidi were not dissimilar to pig's 
feet ; baked trnmnd hog stulTcd with uius- 
Bcls, which gave tho hog a fishy taste and 
linpidved ilio tlavor of the mussels. His 
bear's head cheese was actuolly immense, 
and there were many more dishes too 
numerous lo meiiiioii. Ho showed many 
kinds of root;; and herbs good for food anil 
medicine. He also showed his canned hal- 
ibut, hooks and all o"; his dancing outfit. 
His headgear and mask cost him fifty dol- 
lars; it was wild and uncouth, and was 
carved out of yellow cedar. It had a largo 
nose like a parrot's beak, eyes made of 
mothorK)f-peai'l, a mouth which contained 
the teeth of the only siwash doctor 
Noah's ark, ears made from the hide of the 
Ichthyosaurus, hair made from the sea 
lion's whiskers. His hunting knife ■ had 
some unique carving on the handle that 
rpi^resented somo Indian myth the bears 
were afraid of. As a prospector, tike many 
bote following that vocation, I do not con- 
sider him a success, as wo examined many 
places that he showed us, but could see 
nothing except white end barren quartz. 

Ho Imd other places he wanted to show 
us, and we would have gone with him, but 
one of the party had an acute attack of in- 
Jlommatory rheumatism. The native told 
us tho extent of his territory, and said lie 
expoctcd white men prospi'etiiig on his do- 
main to pa.v him iri.M per d;iy lor his kmiui- 
cdgo aiul services. He s,iid the land and 
water heluiiLreil liis anei'stors from tune, 
immeiiiorial, ami he iiKjuired if white men 
owning a siiuihii' ainuuiit of lanil would al- 
low every Ijody on it. I lis argument brouglit 
forcibly to our iiiiiid the "bloated bond- 
holders" of America and the land ■luestion 
that is now agitating the British ICmpire, 
where Lords, Didios and Earls are lioldmg 
hundreds of miie= square that their ances- 
tors aciiuirtHi by iiiiglit, whil.' he chiiiiis his 
by right. The only dill'ereiu-(! 1 see between 
them audtliis Imlian is that he will be glad 
to SCO yiiu hum ur lisli on his sujiimseil 
country, whili- it you iMuglil a Irtnit in their 
waters or shot a iiheasant in their woods 
you would gel about live years. 

The next day we traveled against a head 
wind and a terrililo rain, and after getting 
drenched to the skin we camped. It would 
be very ploasaiil prosjiecling in Alaska 
wore it not for tho rain, head wind and 
tides, thick brush and niosipiilocs, and a 
few other litlle inconveniuncos. Then, 
again, if I was looking through u tourist's 
eyes from the deck of an ocean steamer, 
how romantic the majestic mountains and 
rivers, hundreds of miles of pine-clad 
shores, and ev^ry now and then a vast 
glaoierl Then in smooth, narrow channcU 
can bo seen Hhe mammoth whale, forging 
his way along nearly as fast as tho steamer, 
and every few foot can be seen the shining 
silvery sides of a beautiful salmon, dis- 
porting, or trying to escape from somo 
•finny .monster Who is trying to catch him 
forameaL I saw'a seal gobble one in less 
than two seconds To mo the animals on 
such a trip remind oneof agreatmonagorio, 
without having to pay at the door, while the 
waters aro a grand aquarium ; and take it 
• altogether, wore it not for the stern re- 
ality of beans and bacon, a prospecting tour' 
in Alaska is Ukovisitmg an over-changing 
panorama.

farmers, delight in their noble occup.i- 
tion, and they are doing more for the 
real boneht and devolopnient uf the coun- 
try than any number of scribblers who 
w rite such articles hy the yard for the 
price of a dinner, for evidently 
he is not one of the "simple 
farnier.s" he is preleiidiiig to condole 
with. 1 maintain thai as a class the far- 
mers of this di.urict .are not by any 
means simple; they may have been im- 
l>rovident, as most have been on the 
Pacific co;ist in early times, and spent 
their money too freely, many of them 
having lianilled more money than the so- 
called "Cedar Hill" is probably aware of.
